2004-05 and $2.9 million In 2005-06) 
from the district's budget by the 20Q5- 
06 school year should the proposed ref- 
erendum be denied for a third time. 

.The crisis plan would eliminate 
nearly all athletics, band, chorus, 
drama, extra curricular activities and 
field trips as well as making cutbacks 
!in the money spent on maintenance, 
equipment and books. 

"The board is planning for known 
growth/' said Supt. Dennis Hockney.

Hockney stressed that the money 
is not for the building, currently under 
construction, and that the money is 
not solely for the second high school. 
He said, "The $.28 is not for the second 

school; it's for the 
school district. If 
reductions take 
place, they take 
place in two high 
schools." 

Business man- 
ager Bill . Alilers 
answered questions about the dis- 
trict's current financial status and 
said, "Right now we have an operat- 
ing reserve of about $4.5 million." 

The high school district (ACHS 
Dist. 117) hasn't sought an educa- 
tional fund increase since 1972, and 

has, in essence lost many over the last 

ten years due to the tax cap. The tax 
rate has decreased from $2,030 in 
1990 to $1,815 in 2001. 

"It's a complicated formula," said 
Ahlers. "Though a homeowner may 
be paying the same dollar amount, 
the rate has actually gone done 
because the valuation of their home 
has gone up." 

Board secretary Larry Peterson 
said, "We've been lucky because 
inflation has been low. If this was like 
the 70s we'd have problems."

Village seeks to 
repay seniors

Though nothing is as yet carved 
in stone, a five-percent tax increase 
on utilities is one step closer to 
becoming a reality for residents and 
businesses in Antioch. 

The village board heard the first 
reading of three ordinances that 
would increase taxes by five percent 
for telephone, electricity and natural 
gas at its regular meeting. The tax 
increase was recommended In 
November by trustee and finance 
chair Bob Caulfield to repay a trust 
fund worth well over $1 million that 
was bequeathed to Antioch seniors 
by Dolly Spiering. 

Trustees requested that the 
wording "but not limited to repaying 
the Dolly Spiering Fund" be changed 
so its use could only be used to repay 
the diverted funds and that the tax be 
! repealed once the fund was satisfied 
for all three ordinances.

In a latter conversation, trustee 
Barbara Porch said, "It's important 



that this tax is automatically 
repealed once the loan is repaid so 
we don't have to worry about taking 
it off the books." 

The board got into a discussion 
about what interest rate it should 
repay on the loan. Rep. Tim Osmond 
(R-Antioch) was permitted to make a 
recommendation to the board. 

He later said, "They didn't 
know what to do with, the concept 
of interest so I recommended they 
go to one of the local banks and 
borrow the $1 million and negoti- 
ate the rate with the bank. That way 
the seniors could be immediately 
be paid back, and there would be 
no question about what that inter- 
est rate should be." 

Resident Pauline Hart questioned 
the board's decision to use a tax-rate 
increase to repay the money. She said, 
"This woman didn't leave the money 
to make it more difficult for us. We 
didn't mismanage the funds. We 
shouldn't have to repay this. 

Caulfield responded, "There is a 
concept out there that we're penaliz- 
; ing the seniors. Every resident of 
Antioch benefited from how this 
fund was used. This money didn't 
just disappear. It was used to run the 
entire Village of Antioch."

At least for now, there will be no development 
called "Clublands" with 1,240 homes to be built on 634 
located on Rte. 173 just east of the Eagle Ridge 

subdivision. 

Neither Neumann Homes representatives nor the 
public were allowed to make comments prior to the 
board's unanimous vote. "We've heard all the argu- 
ments," said Mayor Taso Maravelas. 

Trustee Scott Pierce made the motion to deny the 
petition that was quickly seconded by trustee Bob 
Caulfield. When the board voted unanimously to deny the 
petition, a crowd of about 400 gave a standing ovation. 

The trustees offered no reasons for their votes, but 
directed village attorney Donald Anderson to prepare a 
"finding of fact." 

Prior to the vote, Pierce and trustee Barbara Porch 
were permitted to ask questions of village staff. 

Pierce asked Anderson if sewer and water ease- 




ments were in place. Anderson responded, "We do not 
have the easements in place to bring sewer and water to 
the property. We have talked with Deercrest, Lake 
County and the Forest Preserves, but the easements are 
not there." 

Porch asked village engineer Jim Keirii if the proposed 
development is in conformance with the village's new tree 
ordinance. Keim said, "I don't believe the developer tried 
to avoid the wooded areas...It's not in conformance with 
our existing or previous tree ordinance." ■ 

Cory Singer, director of community and public rela- 
tions for Neumann Homes said, "I think their vote is 
unclear. Their questions didn't correspond with reasons 

to deny." * 

While Singer said the developer would "continue to 
be a good neighbor," he also said the lawsuit against the 
village was still in place. 

He added, "We made up for everything of the last 
two proposals that were denied. We have complied with 
every ordinance they have passed and every request 
they have made." 

Though the mayor wasn't called to vote, he said, "I 
believe Neumann Homes will be too much of strain on 
our schools, roads, fire department and rescue squad. I 
deny this also."

Value store may help to 'cut back' 
Antioch's financial woes

Tim Barrett, a partner of Great 
Lakes Principals, * is hoping the 
board of directors of the Village of 
Antioch as well as village staff and 
the combined planning and zoning 
board will be receptive to a proposal 
to bring a Super Wal-Mart to 
Antioch. 

' Barrett, stipported'by the pro- 
jects civil engineer Mike Lach and 
project architect Tim Stewart, made 
an informational presentation to 
the board prior to its regular meet- 
ing that outlined me project's goals 
and the potential financial gain to 
die village. 

"This could help .the schools, 

help the village, help everything 
around us," said Mayor Taso 
Maravelas in a later interview. "The 
development doesn't require a lot of 
•village services, but we can gain 
from the taxes it would bring." 

The project, if approved, would 
sit on 67 acres that is currently made 
up of seven smaller parcels at the 
intersection of Rte. 173 and Deep 
LakeRd. . 

There are two phases to the project, 
with the first phase to include the 
Wal-Mart of about 209,000 square 
feet (of that 60,000 square feet pro- 






posed for groceries) on the 30 east- 
ern acres with an expected comple- 
tion date in 2003. The second phase 
is slated for "future development" 
on the western portion. 

Selden Fox, Ltd. and Northern 
Illinois University prepared a study 
of the potential financial impact to 
the Village of Antioch. 
It found mat in the first full year of 
completion die village could expect 

to receive $570,000 of new sales tax 
revenue. Upon full assessment of 

the first phase of improvements, the 

report found that Antioch would 
receive $122,000 In newpropefty tax 
annually on property currently 
bringing about $25,000 in annual 
property taxes. 

Additionally, Antioch 

Community Consolidated Dist. 34 
and Antioch Community High School 
Dist. 1 17 would receive $325,000 and 
$255,000 respectively each year. 

Revenue projections grow with 
each year and the completion of the 
second phase. Of the first-year fig- 
ures Barrett said, "This is what is in 
my basket (based on who is under 
contract) at this time." 

To ease the minds of Uiose with 
environmental concerns, Lach 
explained the elaborate design of 
the retention pond that will cover 
about six acres of land. The reten- 



tion pond will be built prior to die 
construction of the buildings. 

"It is our intention to honor die 
natural drainage direction," he said. 
"The engineering of the wet basin 
has a thin peninsula Uiat the water 
must go all way around the penin- 
sula. We will filter the water as best 
possible. before releasing it to the 
system." 

Stewart described, at length, a 
40-foot wide berm proposed along 
die entire Deep Lake Road bound- 
ary to shield and protect the Red 
Wing Slough to the east. 

"This will serve as a natural barri- 
er to the slough, and will protect it 

from trash," he said.- "It will be both

an environmental and visual buffer.-" 
The berm will include ground

MOVIE REVIEW 

Subtitles aside, 'Brother of the Wolf 
brings four popcorn boxes / LL6 
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collective anxiety of an entire nation 
went into overdrive on Sept. 11, 
2001. America's post war "Day of 
Infamy" was of such magnitude that 
not everybody had the financial or 
social resources to deal with the 
emotional trauma coming out of 
New York City arid Washington D.C. 

In a nation reeling from the 
horrific images broadcast 24/7 
from the East Coast, of huge jets 
crashing into the .World .Trade 
Center towers, there was little 
shared wisdom about dealing with 
such a national tragedy that trau- 
matized Americans could draw on. 

And yet, Libertyville-based 
Youth and Family Services didn't 
wait: to be .asked.. The 40-year-old 
agency, serving Lake County and 
beyond from its present facility at 
1585; N. Milwaukee. Ave., stepped 
up immediately, and ; onOct. 4 sent 
a? team of».social workers to the 
Ubertyville: High. School auditori- 
um-.toOielp area, residents; mainly 
parents with young children. 

The. target group, said Mary 
Lang, a member of the agency's 

board, was young children and 
their parents. Older students,- up 
through high school, said Lang, 
seemed to have had the opportuni- 
ties since Sept. 11 to verbalize their 
feelings with teachers arid peers. 

' Younger children may not have 
been given the opportunity" at 
home or school to he.ar a message 
that would reassure them, said 
Lang, explaining "-that the Oct. 4 
message social workers gave the 
children and parents was 'You're 
safe right now and if that changes, 
we'll tell you.' 

"With the young kids we had 
questions from the parents on how 
much exp6sure (to television cover- 
age of Sept.ll) they should allow 
the children to have. We encour- 
aged the parents to keep their daily 
structure as normal as possible, to 
limit the endless CNN coverage, 
and answer questions honestly and 
reassure them thatall is well." 

"It seemed to be a reassuring 
message to a young child/' Lang 
added. "Some kids noticed a change 
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at home; parents would have the TV 
on and the kids could sense that it 
was disruptive. Kids were saying at 
our center that they felt safer at 
school than at home. Kids have 
picked up more on the anxiety and 
fear caused by Sept. 11." 

The agency did its counseling on 
Oct. 4 free of charge. 

"It was not just Sept. 11," said 
Lang. "It was also the stock market 
and the stress on the economy. 
Since Sept. 11 , we've had an increase 
in requests for service from families, 
for stress and anxiety." 

Youth and Family Services, 
founded in 1962, offers children, 
adolescents and adults counseling 
for depression, self esteem, relation- 
ship-conflicts, family distress, single 
parenting problems, abuse and 
trauma, anxiety, school adjustment, 
separation, divorce, unemploy- 
ment, financial and job stress and 
other emotional stress problems. 

Most of the agency's clients are 
from Libertyville", Mundelein, and 
surrounding areas, arid some out- 
side Lake County. 

The agency dispenses its services 
oh a sliding fee scale based on ability 
to pay, which means that clients may 
pay as little as $10 for a 50-minute 
session, or a high end of $100. . 

the YFC counseling and pro- 
gram staff includes master's and 
doctoral level social workers and 
counselors. The agency adheres to 
professional standards and ethics 
outlined by the National Association 
of Social Workers and the American 
Counseling Association. 

Don McDevitt, director of the 
agency the last seven years, said 
when people get the opportunity to 
talk to a social worker about one 
tiling, that other issues, some deeply 
hidden, can come to the fore. "The 
ghosts come out," McDevitt said, 
adding, that the agency's programs 
are not focused on people with terri- 
ble problems waiting until they can't 
stand it any longer. "We have quite a 
few programs that are supportive 
and preventative." 

McDevitt said YFC performs 
11,000 hours of service a year. 
"Typically, we have over 500 cases 
open at any point in time," said

"Brotherhood" even makes me 
think of the animated film 
"Princess Mononoke" in the lesson 
it teaches about what happens 
when nature is being encroached 
upon by man. 

I couldn't even begin to go into 
the heavy plot of the film, but any 
of these elements sound appealing 
to you, go see this movie. It won't, 
disappoint. 

A word of advice to those leery 
of subtitles, sit toward the back of 

the theater; that way you can read 
the subtitles comfortably and still 
take in all the action on the screen.

Republican John Jay Bieschke's run for 
Suzi Schmidt's County Board District 3 seat 
ended abruptly on Jan. 21, when the take 
County Electoral Board ruled that he had an 
insufficient number of valid signatures on his 
nominating petition. 

In District 16, Javier Carillo was taken off 
the ballot after a successful challenge by Ed 
Soto, because his petition did not indicate the 
office he was seeking. 

Cother challenges did not result in candi- 
dates being knocked off the ballot. In District 
21, a challenge of Martha Marks was with- 
drawn. In District 9, a challenge of Mary 
Cunningham failed as the electoral board 
ruled that there was no intention of fraud. 

Scmidt, who hired an attorney, produced 

-, a 20-page document detailing 10 objections to 

the newcomer's ballot, but the board opted to 

^. rule only on the first item. 

Schmidt brought a 20-page objector's 
petition before the board, challenging the 
validity of Bieschke's nominating petitions on 
12 different points. 

Additionally, many of the signatures are 
now under scrutiny by the Lake, County State's 
attorney. 

In order to save time, the board decided to 
address and rule, on only one, a certain dis- 
qualifier: Bieschke was accused of having 
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fewer than the 40 required qualified voters' 
signatures on his petition. , 

Tlie board ruled that only five of the signa- 
tures submitted were valid registered voters in 
District 3. The others were disqualified 
because their addresses are outside the dis- 
trict. 

Bieschke argued that before district re- 
mapping the addresses were valid. According 
to County Clerk Willard Helander, Bieschke 
seemed to feel that people who formerly were 
in the district, or whose addresses were adja- 
cent to the district, could sign the petition. 

Adding to the confusion, Bieschke himself 
lives at an address in District 1, not in District 
3. On his petition, he lists his address twice: 
once in Lake Villa and once in Antioch, 
although with the same street address. 

"He said he could move into the district 
after he Was elected," Helander recalled. The 
county clerk observed that Bieschke seemed 
to have confused his situation with a state reg- 
ulation pertaining to state representatives and 
state senators, designed to prevent represen- 
tatives being abruptly gerrymandered out of 
their own districts. 

All county board members are required to 
reside and be registered voters within the dis- 
trict each represents. 

Bieschke, who represented himself 
against the case presented by Schmidt's attor- 
ney, was, according to Waller, "adamant" 
about appealing the ruling. > 

When called for an interview, Bieschke 

uttered a profanity, and refused to comment.

needed 
teachers 




ne of seven candidates for governor, four Democrats 
and three Republicans, is uniquely qualified to address 
a predicted teacher shortage in Illinois. Democrat Paul 
Vallas, formerly CEO of Chicago Public Schools, is 
quoting Illinois State Board of Educadon figures that Illinois will 
need to hire 55,000 teachers and 3,500 administrators in the next 

four years. 

Not so surprising, candidate Vallas has a plan to improve pay, 
reduce class size and enhance professional development train- 
ing. Frankly, we're more interested in teacher shortage solutions 
than what the candidates have to say about their opinion on gun 
control, solving transportation snarls and their stand on women's 
choice. So it's good to hear a candidate speak out on a subject 
that touches so many lives. 

In Lake County, because of generally better salary schedules, 
the projected shortage probably won't be felt in early stages, but 
eventually we'll be impacted. About half of the county's districts 
are vulnerable because of mid-level or below median pay 
schedules in suburban areas. 

Vallas wants to start an Illinois Teachers' Corps to grant 

tuition assistance to students attending state schools who agree 

to teach in under served urban and rural areas. The Illinois Farm 

Bureau successfully recruited medical students some years ago 

who committed to serving in rural communities upon receiving 

their MD's. Doubtlessly, the tuition assistance plan would work 

well for future teachers. 

Compounding die problem is the projected retirement of 
21,300 teachers by 2004. Because of the h/gh flying economy of 

the past decade, undergraduate enrollment in educator prepara- 
tion has been dropping. The current soft job market in the 
private sector is helping to encourage young people to take up 
careers in public education, but this factor will take four or five 
years to have a positive effect on the teacher shortage. 

We agree with Vallas that steps should be taken to make the 
teaching profession more attractive to high school students. 
Jaded unionists don't help the image of teachers. Another major 
step needed is implementing alternative certification programs 
to spur the recruitment of people with expertise in critical need

areas like special education, science and math. 

Vallas is right in calling for state level strategies to add to the 
ranks of the teaching profession. Illinois' new governor, whomever 
the voters elect in November, should be leading the way. 
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t the risk of being criticized like so many public bodies 
for foot-dragging when adversity looms, members of 
the Antioch High School board of education adopted 
what they call a "crisis plan" for financial management 
fully four years before district finances fall out of balance due to 
the opening of a second campus. 

Because the crisis plan involves elimination of all sports, 
band, music, drama and field trips besides curtailing mainte- 
nance, supplies and equipment, some parents are complaining 
that officials are taking a "chain saw" approach when fine 
tuning the budget would be more appropriate. What the Antioch 
board did is the opposite of what American industry has been 
doing widi an agonizing succession of cutbacks, "right-sizing" 
and layoffs during a recessionary period. 

By taking crisis action at an unprecedented morning 
meeting with parents and the full student body in attendance, in 
reality board members made a pre-emptive strike to secure 
passage of a 28<t increase in the educational tax rate. Needed to 
balance the budget. Officials are acting early to allow for up to 
three more referenda attempts before the red ink starts flowing. 

Early adoption of a crisis plan allows for time to develop 
further options despite the air for urgency. No "Motorola 
mentality" in Antioch. A wake-up call has been sounded.

Quite the opposite, in fact. The 
typical state senator or representa- 
tive reminds us often how hard 
they work on behalf of the citizens. 
For modest pay, by the way. 

Is Eddie Sullivan walking into 
the eye of a hurricane by suggesting 
holding office as a state representa- 
tive cons ti tutes part-time work? 

Sullivan, in his third term as 

assessor of Fremont Township, 
and Mayor Marilyn Sindles are 
contesting for the Republican 
nomination for state representa- 
tive from the newly drawn 51st 
District which includes Fremont 
(Mundelein), Ela Township (Lake 
Zurich) and Lib ertyville Township 
west of St. Mary's Road. 

The 33-year-old assessing pro- 
fessional quickly assures that he is- 
n't committing political hara-kiri. 
Just being practical. Both Sullivan 
and Sindles are campaigning on a 
"job sharing" platform, meaning 
they will keep their present elective 
posts (p erf ecdy legal) if nominated 
and elected in November. 
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A bit of historical perspective: 
General Assembly offices were 
considered part-time in practice 
until annual sessions were adopt- 
ed 30 years ago. Once they were 
required to attend annual ses- 
sions, the politicos quickly pushed 
for commensurate pay increases. 
There is no prohibition against 
legislators receiving non-political 
income (law office, farming, retail- 
ing, medical, etc.) as long as there 
is no conflict of interest. 

Since both candidates profess 
to keep their current elective 
posts, the question of double-dip- 
ping, so near and dear to the 
hearts of media mavens, isn't likely 
to come up. 



Sullivan looks on public ser- 
vice as a combined state repre- 
sentative-assessor as complimen- 
tary. He points out that the Gen- 
eral Assembly is in session from 
January through May. The bulk of 
the assessor's work begins July 1 
and runs until assessing records 
are turned over to the supervisor 
of assessments sometime in the 

e it 

fall. 

"Both jobs would provide full- 
time work. The combination 
would work out well," remarked 
Sullivan, who has announced he 
will not draw assessor's pay while 
attending General Assembly ses- 
sions if elected. Fremont Town- 
ship pays its assessor $55,000 per 
year. Despite his youth, the Uni- 
versity of Illinois graduate is re- 
spected by his peers and was re- 
elected president of the Lake 
County Assessors Assn. 

Although she is not required to 
do so, Mayor Sindles maintains 
daily office hours. If she is nomi- 
nated and elected, council ses- 
sions could easily be scheduled to 
accommodate the mayor. 

The Sindles-Sullivan clash in 
the primary opens up debate on 
the subject of whether legislating 
is a full-time job. Maybe Sindles 
and Sullivan are on to something.

ynopsis: Views questions 
"quick and easy" option of 
subdivisions versus tradi- 
tional neighborhood de- 
sign. 

Despite being able to look 
back at over 50 years of continu- 
ous failure in the field of suburban 
planning, the village governments 
of Round lake, Lake Villa and Anti- 
och are set to intentionally com- 
mit the same mistakes again. 

Each one is bargaining for, or 
closing the deal, on one or more 
subdivisions. These are almost al- 
ways seen as winning proposi- 
tions, as there is always a need for 
housing, and more residents in- 
crease the tax base. But is housing 
the only need of the residents, and 
raising revenue the only responsi- 
bility of village officials? 

Here's a brief review—in sub- 
divisions, you can't (as a rule) walk 
to a neighborhood: restaurant, 



store, theatre, library, post office 
(or annex), church/ synagogue, vil- 
lage office, hardware store, ice- 
cream parlor, pharmacy, school, or 
any of the other places needed for 
good civic life to flourish. As a rule, 
you have to drive. EVERYWHERE. 

Why? Subdivisions are not 
meant to be neighborhoods. A 
good neighborhood which in- 
spires a sense of "community," a 
sense of "place" has qualities that 
are abundant and readily visible in 
so many of the small towns which 
draw new residents in the first 
place: integrated residential, com- 
mercial establishments and "civic 
space" which is accessible and de- 
sirable. Walkable destinations for 
the residents. A mix of housing op- 
tions, especially small-size low- 
cost for students, elders, those 
starting up, and those starting over 
(folks without cars, who need a 
walk-able community). 

Look at the vitality and draw of 
downtown Antioch. If you tried to 



» 

build it again, you wouldn't be al- 
lowed. Why? Zoning. A new set of 
rules which presumes that all the . 
elements of "neighborhood" still 
work when they're separated and 
isolated from each other. Unfortu- 
nately they don't, and most village 
officials don't realize just how 
poorly "modern" zoning serves 
residents. Good news, folks. We 
can change the zoning rules. 

Let's not gradually turn Lake 
County into a mirror of the west- 
ern Chicago suburbs. Let's build 
what we want: community. A place 
where we want to live, not just a 
place we'll settle for. It'll take a bit 
more planning, and communica- 
tion between residents, develop- 
ers, and village/county officials, 
but it can be done.

Randy Harrison, a newspaper reporter who covers 
the area, said he has heard of the headline and hopes 
someday he will get the chance to duplicate it should 
another Normal woman marry another Oblong man. 
The odds, of course, are slim because the tiny village 
doesn't have a huge supply of eligible bachelors. 

I was reminded of the Oblong story when I came 
across a book about curiously-named towns, by author 
Kathy Kemp, "Welcome to Lickskillet and other Crazy 

Places." 

One of the chapters is titled, "See You in Hell. 

"Hell, Michigan, that is. If you've always wanted to 
see Hell freeze over, visit this place in winter. 

"In summer, when temperatures are moderate, the 
town has a Satan's Holidays festival and a footrace called 

Run to Hell. 

"The town got its name in 1041 when George 
Reeves, an early settler, was asked what he thought the 
place should be named. 'I don't care/ Reeves said. *You 
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can name it Hell if you want to." 

Among the places with odd names mentioned in 
Kathy Kemp's book is Joe, Montana. It was known as Is- 
may until 1993 when the sports-minded citizens, all 22 
of them, voted to rename their crossroads after the fa- 
mous quarterback. And a new industry was born; in

enabled the town to build a new fire station. 

Another community cashing in on someone else's 
popularity is Santa Claus, Ind.

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he arguments for having two fully separate high schools at first had 
_ been convincing to many, but as time passes certain issues are now 
manifestly more compelling than others. The most compelling issue 
-i. is: people in Antioch do not really want to pay for a school their chil- 
dren will not attend. "They" get the new "we" get the old. Every other argument 
is one-tenth the weight of this one, and there are many arguments for two relat- 
ed schools instead. 

In thinking the situation over again, it would seem that two full schools 
will dilute the overall talent pools of both teachers and students and fixed 
costs in key ways. 

First, the more students and teachers per grade the less cost per student for 
fixed purchases like computers and other grade specific materials. The more 
students the more teachers per subject and the more subjects one might offer. 
We compromise our education diversity options with smaller headcounts per 
grade 

Second, the more students means better performance in athletics and the 
arts. People may not want to admit it, but the two school approach will result 
in far less competitive teams for both schools, a far less robust music program 
and student councils comprised of interested students but not necessarily the 
most talented. The counter argument that other students would be left out is 
incorrect The ability to sustain two or more teams exists anyway. Indeed this 
approach makes it feasible to sustain more teams. 

The students would be encouraged to strive for excellence to make die "A" 
teams, something our current education system is set up to compromise these 
days. We applaud merely attempting and we settle for mediocrity too often, 
downplaying the need to really strive to be a winner, not merely a participant 

I think the two full school approach should be reconsidered immediately. 
All other arguments pale before the "my kid won't benefit from that new 
school" mentality. A last consideration, two full schools will simply split the 
local communities while sharing two schools would retain the need to work 
and live and root for our kids together.

The proposed $224 million settlement to credit Illinois phone customers 
would not come close to solving the bigger problem that stems from SBC 
Communications Inc's merger with Ameritech. Rebates that average $50 per 
phone line do not outweigh the serious negative impact that the merger has 
had on Illinois consumers and businesses. 

After the 1999 merger of Texas-based SBC Communications Inc. with 
Ameritech, Illinois suffered the worst service meltdown in its history. 
SBC/Ameritech also failed to adequately invest in its infrastructure as a way 
to boost profits, which outpaced industry peers throughout the 1990s. 

A one-time refund is no substitute for SBC/Ameritech's terrible service 

and anti-competitive business practices. SBC/Ameritech continues to block 
competition by not allowing competitors adequate access to its network, as 

mandated by state and federal law. In addition, die Texas- based giant controls 
more than 90 percent of the local phone market. As a result, many competing 
phone companies have gone out of business, denying Illinois consumers 

choice in local phone providers.

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5 tips for choosing the best dietary supplements 



Americans have become increasingly healdi 
conscious over the past decade, and there is 
more widespread understanding of the con- 
nection between good health and diet. And 
yet, this knowledge has not translated into 
healthier eating habits. By some esUmates, 90 
percent of us are not getting die vitamins and 
minerals we need on a regular basis. 

"We are a time-starved society," points out 
Jeff Zwiefel, an exercise physiologist widi Life 
Time Fitness. "People generally don't take the 
time to plan meals or do die shopping and 
cooking Uiat's necessary to eat healthfully. We 
don't eat enough fruits and vegetables and 
don't get the anti-oxidants we should have in 
our diets." 

There are many factors contributing to our 
lack of proper nutrition, Zwiefel says. 
Environmental factors such as pollution, 
preservatives in prepared foods, and poor soil 
quality as fields are over- farmed and over-fer- 
tilized all have contributed to a lack of proper 
nutrients. Lifestyle factors such as increased 
stress, excessive use of alcohol or tobacco 
products, lack of exercise and over-use of pre- 
served, prepared foods as opposed to whole, 
unprocessed foods also have contributed to 

the problem. 

Apparendy, a lot of us realize what we're 
lacking, Zwiefel says, since some 56 percent of 
adults use vitamins and supplements on a 
daily basis to make sure we're getting the 
nutrients we need. But Zwiefel cautions that 
supplements should not replace the vitamins 
•and minerals found in whole foods. 

"Supplements are meant to augment a 
diet, not replace healthy eating and exercise 
habits," he says.

But for diose who decide to use supple- 
ments, Zwiefel cautions that the quality and 
effectiveness can vary widely, and consumers 
would do well to educate themselves before 
adding one or more to their diet 

Zwiefel says there are five key diings peo- 
ple should look for when they begin research- 
ing and shopping for dietary supplements. 

• Look for a product that has a gender- 
specific formulation. "The more we learn 
about nutrition, the more obvious it becomes 
mat men and women have different needs. A 
good supplement'will have different formula- 
tions to meet those needs," Zwiefel says.

need or use nutrients all at once," he says. "We 
need different vitamins and minerals to help 
us gear up and get through the day, and others 
to help our bodies repair diemselves at night. 
And some nutrients counteract each other 
and shouldn't be taken at die same dme,"

• Read the label to make sure die formula- 
tion has been independendy tested and ana- 
lyzed. Supplements should be tested for 
potency and potendal toxicity and backed up 
with the best research and science available. A 
good manufacturing source is a key element 

in ensuring quality. 

• Buy supplements in capsule form rather 

than tablets. "Tablets may be cheaper to man- 
ufacture than capsules, but capsules are bet- 
ter because they don't include as much filler 
and die nutrients can be more efficiendy 
absorbed into die body," Zwiefel says. 

• Finally, look for chelated minerals when 
reading a supplement's label. Chelation is a

Hi LL, 

Thanks for die tide! Yes I do have some 
dioughts. First, even diough to you and I and 
• odier adults, it may seem like a gross thing, 
you have to keep in mind diat diis little person 
is fascinated by all the intricacies of his body, 
including but not limited to his nostrils! 
Whether diis is a problem or not will remain 
to be seen. 

The first diing mat I would be concerned 
with is whether you have had this child's nose 
looked at by a medical doctor. It is possible 
that die child scratched it and has continued 
to go back to it because it is feeling bad or is 
infected. He may keep opening it up which' 
can cause him to keep going back to it. I've 
seen that many times before. So, first, get him 
checked by die M.D. If die M.D. rules out any- 
thing physical, and you really need this child 
to stop doing this, you will need to do some 
behavior training with me child. Again, like I 
always say, to completely deal widi any prob- 
lem correcdy, behavior training needs to be 
handled in the office widi a professional and 
not in a column. 

If not medical, this is a behavior like any 
odier behavior. At 4 years old, most kids are 
pretty verbal and do understand verbal direc- 
tions (even if diey have selecdve hearing and 
don't want to listen all the time.) Behavioral 
training usually involves rewards for the 
behavior you want to see and deterrents for 
die behavior you don't want to see. Now, 
what constitutes rewards and deterrents or 
punishments will need to be decided person- 
ally, either by you and your spouse, or by you, 
your spouse and therapist. Jf you do this, keep 
it appropriate. Don't go overboard. I will say 
mat I don't think that it is a catastrophic type 
of problem and if you calmly let your child 
know, repeatedly over a period of dme, mat 
you don't accept it and divert the child's atten- 
tion to something better, he will more dian 
likely stop. If you make a huge deal out of it 
and give the child a lot of attendon for diat 
behavior every time it is happening, it proba- 
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bly will not stop happening. You may actually 
be feeding more into it by overreacdng than 
by leaving it be. 

I have a great story for you that will make 
you laugh and also make you feel better about 
die problem at hand. It will make you feel bet- 
ter because no one could top die level of 
embarrassment diat mis one caused! When I 
was about 7 years old, my sister was 5 and we 
all went to WGN to see "Bozo's Circus." We 
were so excited to see diis show. We waited in 
line and finally got to our seats. When we were 
all setded, my 5-year-old sister went to work 
on something that she had praedced and 
honed into a skill to behold. She would suck 
her diumb, but in a way you have probably 
never experienced. She had long hair and 
would take a strand of hair from each side of 
her head and sdck it up die corresponding 
nostril on mat side, while sucking her thumb. 
So, to look at her from die front, she looked 
like a 5-year-old girl with a moustache. Well, 
my parents had been trying to stop her from 
doing diis for a while, but for some reason, it 
was very enjoyable to her. After my sister had 
been sitting at die Bozo show doing diis for a 
while, my mother glanced over and nodced 
diat a cameraman had noticed my sister and 
thought it was die cutest thing he had ever 
seen and zoomed die camera in on my family 
and my sister. Some of my parents' friends 
were aware mat we were there mat day and 
later told us that they had never had such a 
laugh in dieir lives before mat. Needless to say, 
the next day, my sister's hair was cut short. 
Unfortunately, since we were die family mat 
did everything together, I also had to get mine 
cut short too! How unfair! Hope diis story 
helps you put diings in perspecdve!

stablished in 1915, they began as the Waukegan Chamber of Commerce. Later the 
Chamber added North Chicago and ten years ago they moved to their current home in 
Gurnee. The organization changed its name to the Lake County Chamber of Commerce 
soon after. 

"The Chamber's task at hand is to preserve its history and rebuild active alliances and 
continued partnering with the villages of Waukegan and Gurnee," said Katie Spies, executive 
director. "The Chamber also works very hard to promote and report to its members." 

Recently the Chamber has begun open-dialogue meeting between its executive committee 
and the local mayors and village officials from both Gurnee and Waukegan. "We as a chamber 
hope to reach the next level by enhancing our relationships with villages and welcoming our new 
mayors," said Spies. "We look forward to working with both Gurnee and Waukegan." 

While the Chamber represents both Gurnee and Waukegan, it also spends much of its time 
promoting Lake County as a whole. "We speak as an advocate for Lake County," said Spies. "We 
are not funded by the state, county or any other form of government, only by our members. We 
speak for them. 

"We try to stay active with Illinois and National chambers of commerce and bring that news 
and information home to Lake County and our members," continued Spies. "We are a pro busi- 
ness advocate voice for all of Lake County and we want to help our members any way we can. 
We also assist many of the other nineteen Lake County chambers and encourage our members 
to join their local chambers as well." ' 

Spies hopes to make sure that all chamber events have "cutting edge" programs that relate to 
current events and legislative issues. The Lake County Chamber is probably best known for its 
popular Lake County Power Breakfast program. For the past ten years, the first Wednesday of 
each month draws more than 120 members to Midlane Country Club in Wadsworth, where the 
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chambers presents a well-balanced selection of speakers ranging 
from congressmen, senators, county board members and even 
Chicago Bears. The event is usually broadcast to -Lake County on a 
local cable system. 

New this year to the Lake County Chamber is the Lake County 
Home Office Management Executives (H.O.M.E.) program. The community outreach program 
is not limited to members and is open to the public at no charge. "Many people are operating 
home based businesses and can use a sound board," said Spies. "This new program allows them 
to ask each other questions, get advise and network with each other." 

2001 also welcomed Carol Henderson as the LCCC's new chamber relations coordinator.

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o many Antioch-area residents, the highlight of their 
summer is the annual summer festival hosted by .the 
Antioch Chamber of Commerce. 

Despite a few name changes, it is currently titled 
An tioch's Taste of Summer, the event has always drawn large crowds to downtown Antioch. 
Last year's attendance was about 20,000. 

"We renamed it from Megafest to Taste of Summer last year, while trying to go back to 
our roots (the event used be called Taste of Antioch)," said Barbara Porch of the Antioch 
Chamber of Commerce. "People werent quite sure what Megafest meant so we picked a 
name that better summed up the event. Taste of Summer is just that, it's, a family-oriented, 
four-day event in July that features great food, fantastic entertainment, sidewalk sales and 
last year we added a carnival." 

This year the Chamber plans to give the soapbox derby its own day, in order to cou- 
ple the popular event with the Fireman's Breakfast and add another family day to the 

region. 

The Chamber has a lot of fun hosting community events. This February, the chamber 
will be producing The Million Dollar Expo, in which the first 1,000 people that come to the 
show at Antioch High School will be given a free Lotto ticket "The hope is that a local resi- 
dent will win a million dollars," said Porche. The event will also have exhibitor booths that 
sell all kinds of products and services, as well as an arts and crafts area. A big drawing card 
will also be NBC and WGN's "Mr. Fix It," who will be on hand between 1-2 p.m. on Feb. 23 
to answer the community's questions on home repair. 

For years the Chamber has also housed a Santa House in the downtown area. Santa and 
all his helpers are all Antioch-area volunteers. The four-week event had a huge turnout this 
year, as more than 3,000 children visited St. Nick and 1,000 photos were generated. "The 
mood of the country and in particular, our community had a lot to do with the large 
turnout," said Porch. It again shows how a small community like Antioch can all pull togeth- 
er and help its children. 

Adults residents benefit from the Antioch Chamber, as well. Each June and September, 
the Chamber hosts an arts and crafts fair that draws between 7-10,000 people to the' Antioch 
area. "This event does nothing but help our many craft and antique stores downtown," said 
Porch. "People go to the show and then spend the day shopping near Main Street."

"The morning meetings gear more 
toward the merchants," said Porch. "The luncheons will be open for anyone and we hope 
to get professionals and service industry members to attend." 

Proud of the construction of a large billboard on Route 173 that welcomes people to 
Antioch, Porch is excited about this year's project in which they will redo the Chamber's 
web site and create personalized information on each of its members, as well as links to 
their own sites. The chamber is also proud to have kept the membership costs down to $85 
for one more year, remaining one of the most affordable chambers in Lake County.

When GLMV took over the project four years ago the event had raised $45,000. Since their 
involvement the event has raised $250,000, $400,00 and $425,000 in the last three years, respec- 
tively.

Other summer events sponsored by the Grayslake Chamber of Commerce include the 
annual 5K Fun Run, the Farmer's Market, the annual golf outing and another popular event, the 
Art Festival. Encompassing most of Center Street, the June Art Festival brings in artists from not 
only Lake County, but all over the world and brings thousands of people to downtown 
Grayslake. "Each year, and I believe this is our eighth, the event gets bigger and bigger. We 
already are getting calls from artists that are requesting information months in advance. This 
should be a big year," said Christian. 

In addition to the many public events that the Grayslake Chamber produce, much focus is 
also spent on helping its members with growing their business, as well. The monthly luncheons 
that the Chamber holds bring hundreds of gatherers. "We try to keep our topics related to the 
community and our local business interests and that brings in great crowds," said Christian. 
" Plus, part of it is the food; Pik Wik provides a nice lunch." 

Two more ways the Chamber helps both the public and local business are through scholar- 
ship and a joint commission on economics with the village. In 1995, the Chamber also estab- 
' lished a scholarship fund for a graduating Grayslake High School senior called the Joanne W. 
Lawrence scholarship. It is awarded to a senior majoring in a business-related field. The 
Chamber also has a contract with the economic commission of Grayslake and assists in keeping 
a database, with business assistance and helping with promotions. 

This spring the Chamber is looking forward to their annual Networking Breakfast. Christian 
describes the breakfast as a great opportunity for members to share ideas with other members 
and also offer ideas to the Chamber.

erhaps one the largest events put on 

by any chamber of commerce in Lake 

County is the Wauconda Rodeo, 

sponsored by the Wauconda 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Each year, the three-day event brings 
thousands of people to the Wauconda area, 
seeking to see cowboys from all across the 
nation who come to Lake County and perform • 
breath-taking stunts. This year the rodeo turns 39 
years old. Staffed by more than 100 volunteers— mostly 

Wauconda chamber members— the rodeo is an officially sanctioned event by the 
Professional Rodeo Association. 

According to Bill Findling, executive director of the Wauconda Chamber of 
Commerce, all money.made on the rodeo is put into the general fund, which is then 
used to present five scholarships to Wauconda area students. Two of the scholar- 
ships go to seniors at Wauconda High School and three go to Miss Wauconda con- 
testants. 

The pageant, which is down the road from the chamber at the Concord Banquet 
Hall, is sponsored by the Chamber and is one of the highlights of the year for the 
Wauconda community. Each year the contest produces a very talented student from 
the Wauconda area. This year's winner was Kimberly Muilkens. "She teaches piano, 
sings in the choir, plays in the band, participates in athletics and is a very sharp 
young lady," said Findling. "We are very proud that she represents us." 

This year, the Chamber's new board of directors is looking to grow the orga- 
nization.

The football coach teaches us another great 
employment lesson By Scott T. Fleischmann 

Last week we learned a lesson from a certain football coach 
who Is how unemployed because of errant Information that 
was listed on his "biographical skctch.'Thc lesson is that we 
each have responsibility for how our skills and experience 
are pcrccived.Thai is called accuracy, credibility and integri- 
ty 

However, the saga of this coach continues. In the past week 

1 saw an interview with the same coach and from that con- 

™ a^aa^a^a^a^^|V 

versalion we can learn another valuable lesson. He took full 
responsibility for the incident and did not criticize any of 
those who had a pan in this ugly episode of his life. He had 
nothing but kind words for those who asked for his resigna- 
tion and empathized with those who were hurt by his 
apparent lack of diligence. 

As he unfolded the story, It. was evident to me that there 
were others that he could have blamed, or at least included 
in the blame. However, he chose to take full responsibility. 
Tills behavior is extraordinary in 21st century America 
where the standard in most employment situations is to take 
credit for the things that are done well and to blame others 
for the things that go awry. 

Although this trend may appear to be a good philosophy, 
ultimately it Is just as destructive as any other lie. Yes, it is a 
lie. Not taking responsibility for a mistake that is within your 
realm of obligation, whether actively or passively, is an 
untnith.lt will be seen as petty and immature. Ultimately, the 
mist that others have in you will be destroyed and your 
work will become more difficult because others will not 
want to cooperate with you. 

When you take responsibility for problems that have 
occurred, everyone is freed to work on the solution to that 
problem. Otherwise, those involved arc so busy protecting 
themselves from blame that the correction takes longer. 
Likewise, when one person takes responsibility for a suc- 
cess, the others involved grumble about that Indiscretion 
rather than getting on with the next project. Giving credit to 

others eliminates that problem. 
In the interview that I viewed this past week, the coach 
presented his side of the story sincerely and with humility. 
Without those two qualities the same words would have 
appeared artificial and his apologies would not have been 
credible. At one point his voice broke and I thought I saw a 
tear In his eye. I certainly felt his pain.Tuking responsibility 

for one's actions sometimes causes pain. 

llils pain was appropriate for the level of this mistake that 
had been made and the number of people who were hurt by 
the. mistake. Although the exposure of the errant informa- 
tion will certainly hurt his career, the fact that he took 
responsibility for his actions will lessen the significance of 
that penalty. When asked if he wanted to coach again he 
answered, "1 need to coach again."The probability that he 
will get another coaching opportunity is significantly 
Increased by his acceptance of responsibility. In addition, the 
transition to a new job will be easier. 

The temptation to take credit for successes and blame oth- 
ers for mistakes is great. Hut the consequences to relation- 
ships in the workplace arc many. Following the example of 
this coach is a much better alternative.

Q a I am employed with (name withheld). Our company is 
■ affiliated with several charitable organizations. It was told 
to me upon hire how involved the employees arc in these organi- 
zations and events to raise money and help out. What was never 
told to me is that 1, too, would be expected to be involved in 
doing what has been stated to me as "my share" of events and 
fund raising and volunteering. Recently, a poster was placed on 
the wall of the main corridor that shows how many volunteer 
hours co-workers have put in and it lists them by name. It also 
shows how many dollars some of these co-workers have raised 
for certain charities. There are a handful of employees, including 
myself, whose names appear with nothing next to it. I was pass- 
ing through the hall the other day and overheard some co-work- 
ers talking about how a few people have not been putting in their 
share of time. While I love my job and have been working here 
for almost 9 months, I take direct offense to the fact that my 
employer has displayed this poster. I don't mind the poster so 
much as 1 do the fact that my name is listed on it. I am a single 
parent with little time for outside interests. I work to support my 
family, which is a struggle. I rush home after work to make din- 
ner so we can be together and by the time their activities and 
homework is complete it is time for bed, so I can get some rest 
and begin the same process the following day. On the weekends, 
my time is directed to my children and their needs. We arc 
involved in our church activities and I feel we do much in our 
lives that I would consider charitable. I spoke with two other 
employees whose names also appear on this poster with nothing 
noted just like mine. One of them has stated that his religion 
keeps him from participating in the weekend functions and dur- 
ing the week he has limited time as he is involved with coaching 
which he says is "volunteer enough." The other employee I spoke 
with spends her evenings and weekends as a caregiver for an ail- 
ing family member. I really do not want to rock the boat because 
I love and need my job, but I also believe this poster is causing a 
few of us some unnecessary harm in having others judge us 
wrongfully. None of us wants to be the one to step forward and 
talk to the bosses about this for fear they will take this the wrong 
way and view us as something other than team players. We 
thought of sending a letter anonymously, but feel that's coward- 
ly. I have been told that sometimes you will get involved. We 
would appreciate you informing the employer that some employ- 
ees feel they arc being alienated by having their names appear 
with the amount of volunteer work they have done. Please leave 
us anonymous. Thanks from Lake Bluff. 

A M Done. Your employer has told me that employees can cam 
■ time off for volunteer hours they put in at cenain fund rais- 
ers and charitable events. This is a program he said that is open to 
all employees. The idea of the "sign" as he called it, was not his, 
but the idea of a committee he had selected. I let him know that the 
idea of earning time off for volunteer work was a great incentive to 
employees, but that not everyone can afford the same gift of time 
when it comes to charity. He had not paid much attention to the sign 
he said, but could clearly understand how bad it could make some 
employees feel. He let me know he would have the committee 
remove the sign at once. Instead of the sign, I suggested he rclacc 
that with individual sheets that go to the employee listing their own 
hours and dollars. He agreed.
